Another researcher. Dr. 
C. F. 
Asenjo of the University of Puerto 
R8fc> School of Medicine, pointed 
out at the sam e m eeting that it 
was unsafe to assum e that a per­ 
son gets the proper am ounts of 
vitam ins and m inerals just by eat­ 
ing a balanced diet. The amounts 
of these essential nutrients vary 
trem endously according to w'here 
and when the food is grown, and 
even within different varieties of 
the sam e food. 
For example, the amount of vi­ 
tam in D in milk can vary from 4

vin m eggs varies with the (chick­ 
ens’)

may influence also the content of 
some vitam ins.” 
A three year study of the effect 
of chi vate. 
soil 
and 
harvesting 
methods on a test plant — turnip 
greens — showed, 
for example, 
that iron content differed as much 
as 400 per cent and calcium, phos­ 
phorous anti ascorbic acid (vita­ 
m in C) as much as 200 per cent 
in greens grown m different lo­ 
cations. 
F ru it or vegetables harvested in 
the early morning hours will be 
much lower in vitam in C than that 
harvested late in the day, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Asenjo, “ With fruits and 
other vegetables, 
the concentra­ 
tion of ascorbic acid increases with 
the degree to which the fruit is 
exposed to sunlight.”

owned, but would impose govern­ 
ment controls to protect the pub­ 
lic’s interests. 
President Kennedy s tax message 
to the American people last week 
was generally well-received on Cap­ 
itol Hill.

Endive and escarole are closely 
related—in fact scarole is another 
name for a type of endive with 
broad leaves and a well-balanced 
heart. The name end ve is reserved 
to designate plants with narrow', 
finely divided curly leaves. Es­ 
carole is about the siz.e and shape 
of a head of lettuce, but the esca­ 
role leaves overlap more loosely. 
The slightly bitter flavor of en­ 
dive and escarole adds interest to 
mixed salads. In selecting endive 


and escarole, look for crsipne.-s. 
freshness and tenderness. Wilted 
plants, especially those with brown 
leaves are undesirable, and so are 
plants with coarse tough leves. 
You can determine toughness by 
breaking a leaf. Beware of slimy 
roots also. 
If endive and escarole seem just 
slightly wilted when ready for use,
